WEALTH IN WATERS 

In addition to his duties as | 
Minister for Agriculture, Dr. 
James Ryan, T.D., is responsible. 
to the Oireachtas for the organisa- 
tion’ of deep-sea, coastal and 
inland _ fisheries. The only 
apparent reason for the grouping 
together of súch widely different 
subjects is that -wheat and beef, 
like herrings and salmon, are 
likely to arrive at the same 
destination on the breakfast or 
dinner table. Otherwise the 
association of trawling with the 
treatment of cattle diseases, or 
of river sports with the cultiva- 
tion of corn erops, would be as 
illogical as it has proved to be 
unsatisfactory. Evidence that the 
arrangement. has not been a 
happy one is to be found in the 
Sea and Inland Fisheries Report 
for 1944, which Dr. Ryan 
recently presented to the 
Oireachtas. From its pages we 
learn that “the compilation of 
material for the forthcoming 
Fisheries Consolidation Bill was 
virtually completed by the end 
of 1944." That. some such 
measure was necessary to put 
fishing industries and sports on 
a completely new basis has for 
long been recognised by all con- 
cerned. While those engaged in 
the harvesting of fish for business 
markets have pleaded in vain 
for the establishment of trawler 
fleets to compete with those of 
Norway and Denmark in our 
surrounding seas, those who are 
concerned with our lake and 
river fisheries have advanced 
unanswerable arguments in sup- 
port of their view that inland 
fisheries, if they were reasonably 
well organised and _ controlled, 
might be made sources of profit 
amounting to many hundreds of 
thousands of pounds in every 
year.: | 

While that broad conclusion 
is supported by all the associa- 
tions and experts who have 
examined problems of lake and 
river fishing, there unfortunately 
has been little approach to 
unanimity when questions of 
ways and means had to be dis- 
cussed by the various parties 
interested. While groups of 
experts specially concerned with 
trout fishing propounded certain 
remedies, others more interested 
in salmon had different views. 
Nevertheless there is substantial 
agreement on certain questions 
of common and vital importance. 
First, it is agreed that some 
form of central control should 
supersede, or be made to co- 
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‘cants for admission. The. reason 
is not, it seems, that recruitment

Every girl is to have her 
own well-furnished bed-sitting- 
room in the hospital; there are 
to be kitchenettes, shampoo and 
ironing rooms, a telephone for 
the nurses’ use, and guest rooms 
where they may entertain male 
or female friends. . What will be 
most welcome, perhaps, is the 
provision that, in their off-duty 
hours, nurses. shall enjoy the 
same freedom as members of anv 
other profession, and that they 
shall not be subjected to the 
irritating minor rules which too 
often make hospital life rather 
like that of strict boarding- 
school. Representative com- 
mittees of nurses and of domestic 
workers are to be formed in each 
hospital. There is very little 
doubt that these reforms will 
make the profession infinitely 
more attractive, and bring into 
its ranks many who are drawn 
to its ideals, but repelled by its 
hardships. It is equally certain 
that many more Irish girls will 
decide to emigrate to posts in 
British hospitals —— Between 
January, 1940, and September of 
this year over 11,000 nurses, or 
girls who had decided to become 
nurses, left this country for 
Britain, while Irish hospitals 
complained of shortage of staff. 
How many will leave next year? 
Will the long-promised Public 
Health Bill, when eventually it is 
introduced, make any attempt to 
deal with a situation which 
threaten® the whole future of 
Irish medical services?

DEMOCRACY IN IRELAND 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 
Sin.—Even in the last four or 
five days our newspapers have “Tá 
vided some evidence to support Mr. 
Gilbert Lynch's view that, “if the 
present drift was allowed to con- 
tinue, we may become the last 
citadel of Fascism.” The Dublin 
Corporation, for example, by a sub- 
stantial majority, on Monday last, 
recorded that, in their view, the 
nt managerial system in this 
te is “a negation of demo- 
cracy.” Alderman Breathnach, the 
Government party leader on the 
Council, indicated that he and his 
colleagues support the systém only 
because and “so long as it is 
Government’ policy.” But no one 
can doubt any longer that Alder- 
man Breathnach and his _ back- 
bench colleagues in the Dail serve 
no function there, except to obey 
the crack of ‘the party whip and 
march into the division lobbies to 
rubber-stamp the decisions of their 
Taoiseach. 

The party organ, commenting on 
the first day’s proceedings at: this 
week’s Ard Fheis, used this signifi- 
cant phrase at the outset: “ The Ard 
Fheis of Fianna Fail is not less im- 
portant to-day than at any time 
during the history of the organisa- 
tion. At a time when the Opposi- 
tion in the Legislative Assembly 
has almost ceased to count, it pro- 
vides the one platform from which 
intelligent and constructive criti- 
cisms of Fianna Fail ‘policy can be 
| expected.” A remark made by one 
of the delegates to the Ard Fheis is, 
I suppose, typical of the construc- 
tive criticism heard in the Mansion 
House—that “statuary in the flesh” — 
of the Opposition—*“ should be re- 
moved from Leinster House,” as 
well as the “alien” ones in stone. 

Mr. Gilbert Lynch might also 
have quoted this illuminating and 
candid passage from a speech made 
by Mr. Erskine Childers to the 
Dublin University History Society 
on November Sth last, reported in 
your paper as follows: “He was 
not satisfied that enough had been 
done in Ireland to prevent ‘the evil 
of State interference and to prevent 
the masses from becoming apathetic 
and liable to control by any 
Gauleiter who might arise in time 
of crisis.” The Taoiseach or his 
party organ will hardly accuse Mr. 
Childers, the Parliamentary Secre- 
tary to the Minister for Local 
Government, of being “utterly 
ignorant of Ireland and Irish 
affairs.” 

In fact, Mr. Lynch pulled his 
7 so to speak, and might 

ave quoted many more striking 
illustrations of: the drift to Fascism. 
_They have been steadily accumulat- 
ing in the last five or six years. He 
made no mention of the. rampant 
jobbery, the multiplicity of. State- 
controlled boards and corporations 
—with jobs for all prepared to sub- 
scribe to the doctrine of one 
Taoiseach, one people, one party— 
the abolition of local bodies like 
the Cork Street Fever Hospital 
Board, the fierce intolerance of any 
kind of criticism, and, finally, the 
latest sample of Fascist regimenta- 
tion—the banning of the Remem- 
brance Day parade to Islandbridge.

Motor-Cycles

CORRESPONDENT 


Any who went to McKee Bar- 
racks, Dublin, yesterday, in search 
of bargains must have been dis- 
appointed. A total of 185 solo and 
10 sidecar Army motor-cycles were 
auctioned by Senator W. Quirke 
for over £5,000 in a little over four 
hours, the bulk of them at prices 
between £23 and £32.

MP.s’ Plan for 


Anglo-Irish 
Friendship 


A SPECIAL Parliamentary group, 
which will have as its object 
the promotion of friendly relations 
between England and Ireland, was 
formed at a private meeting in a 
House of Commons committee 
room last night, says the P.A. 
Lobby Correspondent, About 30 
Labour M.P.s are ‘joining the 
group. 

Their chairman will be Dr. H. 
B. Morgan, with Mr. Hugh 
Delargy as secretary, and two 
treasurers, Mr. R. R, Stokes and 
Mr. H. McGhee. It is the 
intenticn — of the group to study 
Ireland “as a whole,” states the 
correspondent, and to make con- 
tacts with both North and South, 
and with all elements and parties. 

Deputations from the group are 
expected to visit Ireland in the near 
future, and regular meetings to dis- 
cuss Irish problems will be held at 
the House of Commons. 


FRIENDS WITH ALL . 


Dr. Morgan, who has Irish ante- 
ecdents, said last night:—‘* What we 
want to do is to try to restore the 
friendly relations which should 
always exist between Great Britain 
and Ireland as a whole—not neces- 
sarily the present artificial division 
between North and South. 

“To do that, we propose to get 
into touch, as we are a Labour 

up, with the Labour movement 
in Ireland, both on the political 
side and the industrial side, and in 
the North and South. Then, in 
order to enable us to get at the 
real facts, and so that we can see 
things for ourselves, we propose, 
probably during the Parliamentary 
recesses, to visit the North and the 
South of Ireland, not as guests of 
any particular governments or 
group, but independently, and at 
our own expense. 
| “We have been assured of con- 
siderable support from the Irish 
population in Great Britain if we 
do that, because they are anxious 
to see that the good relations be- 
tween the two countries as a 
strategic unity shall be maintained. 

“We mm the present “stand- 
offishness ' ch ri unnecessary and 
much too arti cial, and that Ireland 

is simply thinking of past relations, 
while we are thinking, really, of 
future relations in an entirely 
different light.”
